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NATIONAL COMMENTS 


By the time this last issue of the Gazette reaches you for 
1958, your National Board of Directors will have completed 
another year of active service. There are many services 
rendered by these members of the Board that the average 
member is never aware of. The administration of our club 
business is handled by a nine member Board of Directors who 
work daily on the problems of the club and meet together 
monthly to resolve the pressing club affairs. These men 
perform the duties of their office without pay and on their own 
time. They each represent all of the members in the club and 
not only those from the area in which they live. 





Along with mentioning the services of the club directors, 
is a list of pertinent club facts that the membership should be | 
interested in. Some of these include the following: 

Dues from membership do not pay for all club expenses, 
Sales of club accessories and advertising in the Gazette make 
up the difference of from $3000 to $5000 a year. Each par- 
ticipant in a National Tour pays for his own expenses. The 
National club handles the registration of such tours through 
the club treasury, but does not contribute to this account. 
There has been no surplus money left in the treasury to set 
aside for a savings since 1954, when the HCCA was the first 
club to issue six magazines a year plus the use of color 
covers and pages at no additional cost to the members. One 
issue yearly of the club coster almost equals the cost of one 
issue of the Gazette. Membership dues include six copies of 
the Gazette a year which costs an average of $3500 per issue 
or $21,000 per year, plus the Roster each year, club office 
service which exceeds $6000 a year and includes office space, 
files, service, clerical, membership processing, postage, 
supplies, stationery, etc. Our 1957 income was $37 over 
expenditures. A fund of $10,553 in U. S. Bonds was set aside 
prior to 1954 for the Gazette and will be used for the 
GAZETTE publication in the event that other funds are not 
adequate. 


SPE NEETRTE 


We have over 8,000 members in the HCCA and at the last 
election only about 2600 cast a ballot. Over one-half of our | 
members do not belong to any regional group. The National 
Tours are sponsored by the HCCA for cars of 1915 year model 
and older. This is done to promote the restoration of the 
earlier makes and models which has always been a focal point 
in the Horseless Carriage Club. 


Regional Groups desiring to sponsor a National Tour in 
their area may petition the National Board. This was done on 
such tours as those in such scattered areas as Beloit, Kansas; 
Denver, Colorado; Yosemite National Park; Ensenada, Mexico; 
San Francisco; and this year in Tacoma, Washington. 


Regional Group Tours are sponsored and conducted by 
the groups putting on tours, such as the Texas Groups. All 
groups make their own rules governing cars permitted to enter, 
judging rules for awards and various classifications. There 
are no restrictions by the National Club on Regional Tours. 


The above information is offered for better understanding 
of the National Club affairs and the work of the members of 
the Board of Directors. 


This will be my last message as National President of 
your club. I have enjoyed the work that I have done as a 
director and as President and sincerely appreciate the coop- 
eration of many members and the members of the Board of | 
Directors who worked with me these past 12 months.

The REO ‘‘Depot Wagon’’ on the cover is surely one of 
the most unusual looking vehicles ever built. Mike Roberts 
located the body in Brentwood, California, although he under- 
stands it originally saw service in San Francisco. The body, 
when found was not mounted on a chassis, but proved to be a 
perfect fit on Mike’s 1907 REO that was largely destroyed in 
a fire earlier this year. Reo Catalogs listed the Depot Wagon 
each year without change, so this could be anything from a 
’06 to a ’08 model. Early Reo owners who wanted Winter 
comfort could buy this closed body for $600 extra, and switch 
it for their touring car body when the first snow fell.

Other interesting ads were for a one cylinder Rambler in 
Aurora, Illinois, a 1905 Hayns—Apperson in Missoula, Mont- 
and, and a 1903 rear—entrance’ Cadillac in Concord, North

Making History in 1912... 


OCEAN TO OCEAN 
in the 


L.A. TIMES SPECIAL

Rural nature of Palm Springs, California, will hardly be 
recognized by present day visitors who bask in Winter sun at 
this desert spa. No-name TIMES Special had interesting 
profile with bulbous tonneau. Maybe some reader can name the 
parts of this car. 
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his story concerns one of the many early attempts at 
arousing interest, raising money, and promoting an Ocean to 
Ocean highway. It was sponsored by the Los Angeles Times 
newspaper and took the form of a cross country automobile 
trip over the old Santa Fe trail. 


The car was driven by John Zak. Passengers were Bert 
C. Smith, Los Angeles Times Automobile Editor, and Dell M. 
Potter, organizer for the Ocean to Ocean Highway Asscciation, 


A preliminary trip was made early in 1912 from Los 
Angeles to Yuma, Arizona in a Stoddard—Dayton. The outbound 
route was by way of San Diego and returning through Indio, 
Palm Springs, and San Bernardino back to Los Angeles. This 
trip was a great success and plans were immediately set afoot 


to retrace this run and push all the way across the continent 
in a nathfindinoe tane de farce. 
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There was one apparent note of discord in this warmup 
jaunt sounded by Los Angeles car dealers. They all wanted 
their particular vehicle picked as the official mode of trans- 
portation. 


In the interest of harmony on automobile row, a no—name 
car was built up, using components from several makes. Re- 
sult was a large touring car with chain drive and vaguely 
resembling a Locomobile. It was stated in the paper, that if 
you could name the car, the machine was yours. Officially, it 
was dubbed The Times Special. 


As you can see from the map, a route was followed from 
California to Arizona, New Mexico and to Chicago. From 
Chicago it was the Boone Lick and Cumberland Pike on in to 
Washington and New York. The trip took from May 15th to 
July 15, 1912, and no serious problems were encountered on 
the excursion other than mud and bad roads. 


At every important town, the local Board of Trade or Sa) 
Chamber of Commerce would arrange a meeting with rousing HA 
speeches and asking for memberships and money for the Ocean se 
to Ocean Highway Association.

Spaniard making World Tour in Hispano-Suiza

The Maxwell “Sportsman” 


by Bobbie Warren 


Mos GAZETTE readers will be surprised to learn that a 
new speedster has joined the long recognized names of Stutz 
‘“‘Bearcat’’, Simplex ‘‘Speedcar’? and Mercer ‘‘Raceabout’’ 
after many years absence, Its name is Maxwell ‘‘Sportsman,”’ 


The car Maxwell described in its literature as a ‘‘Semi— 
Racer’’ known as the model Q--4 ‘‘Sportsman’’ it was said to 
possess all the rakishness of a small racing car and yet did 
not appear freakish in any of its lines. It had originally been 
built by the Maxwell—Briscoe Motor Company in 1909 for use 
by its various branch houses throughout the country for com- 
petition in local races, hill climbs and endurance runs. 


The ‘‘Sportsman’’ semiracers, duplicates of the one be- 
longing to the author of this report, captured first honors in 
nearly every competition they entered, Although ‘a new model 
and untried in any event, a ‘‘Sportsman’’ at its first public 
appearance in the hill climbing contest on Sunset Hill, Ossin- 
ing, New York defeated the entire field of eleven American 
cars, some of which were of the six—cylinder type and of sixty 
and seventy horsepower. 


In rapid succession these 4 cylinder, 22 H.P. cars cap- 
tured first place honors competing with cars of all sizes and 
classes in the Bridgeport Hill Climb, the climb up ‘‘Giants 
Despair’ (still run annually), the ‘‘Algonquin Hill Climb’’, 
the climb at Richfield Springs, New York, winning also the 
‘‘Munsey Reliability Run’’, the “New York—Atlanta’’ endur- 
ance run, and many others. 


In the Long Island Motor Derby of 1909 a ‘‘Sportsman’”’ 
achieved the title of ‘‘Cup Defender’’ of the light car class by 
setting a new World’s speed record in that class by maintain- 
ing an aver..ge of 54.3 M.P.H. for the entire race. This in- 
cluded pit stops and certainly slowing down for curves, pile 
ups and bad road conditions. I would imagine the car hit 
80-85 on the straightaways. 

The ‘‘Sportsman’’, tho not originally intended for produc- 
tion apparently made such a hit with the public that Maxwell 
decided to include a few of them in their regular program of 
production for the 1910 season beginning in September 1909. 
Since the competition cars and very limited production cars 
were duplicates the author doesn’t know which he has. How- 
ever the engine, body and chassis, though heavily damaged in 
a fire, bore marked signs of hard miles and days of racing.

At this point I would like to indulge in a bit of wishful 
thinking, wondering if maybe this is the car that set the 
world’s record, or the one that beat all competitors in the New 
York—Atlanta cross country race. At least since its restoration 
it runs as if it might have. 


At this point also I will bring the car’s history up to date, 
The car was taken on its first public showing at the Fifth 
Texas Tour in Mineral Wells, a distance of 330—360 miles 
from Houston depending on the route you take, 


It all started with a restoration that was finished at 2:30 
A.M. the morning of the tour, The car hadn’t been run except 
around town a few times. The paint was still ‘‘tacky’’ on the 
wheels as it was gassed up with Magnolia at 6:00 that same 
morning. Adjustments had to be made en route. The only 
trouble encountered was a rust—clogged carburetor caused by 
sediment in the sump in the bottom of the gas tank, 


Keeping up with the others was no problem. The problem 
was holding back. The car is geared up so high that it was 
continually running up on the others. I found that I used the 
brake nearly as much as the accelerator! At 30-35 M.P.H. the 
engine runs at a speed just barely above idle. You can almost 
count the strokes. 


From a standing start the car accelerates so fast that it 
is uncomfortable to ride in. 20—30 M.P.H. is easily reached 
in low and 50—55 in second without pushing the car. I don’t 
inteud to give it all it’s got. After all where do you get re- 
placement parts? 


One interesting experience on the trip was a flat tire 
about two miles from our midway refueling and lunch stop. A 
friend offered me the use of his trailer to save time and main- 
tain our schedule, Inexperienced in such things and still not 
knowing the car’sprowess I gave her the gun to climb the 
ramp and almost shot clear over the top of the tow car, spray- 
ing bits of dirt and rocks from the furiously spinning rear 
wheels. 


We arrived at Mineral Wells the afternoon of the second 


day and were assigned to garages etc. and proceeded to enjoy 


the Texas Tour. On my return trip I had left an hour and 
fifteen minutes later than the rest of the group, all driving 
late model cars, trailering their antiques. The first stop was

in Waco, about 160 miles away. The Maxwell caught the group 
in the outskirts of Waco covering the distance in about three 
hours, which included a refueling stop and a momentary wrong 
turn in one of the towns to ask directions. 


Since I hadn’t eaten breakfast I did so in Waco giving the 
group another head start. I insisted that they go on, that I 
would catch them again. After about a forty five minute delay 
the Maxwell was back on the road and proceeded to do just 
that, catch up. Unbeknownst to the driver the Maxwell was 
just about two miles and two minutes from the group when it 
was cheated from its victory by a cloudburst. I was waiting it 
out in a service station, soaking wet, while the others were 
enjoying a leisurely lunch in a dry cafe about two miles away 
in town. The town was Bryan about 115 miles from Waco. The 
Maxwell covered that distance in a few minutes under two 
hours. 


One thing I learned from this is that goggles and a cap 
are an absolute necessity in a car of this type. In answer to 
the question of top speed. I don’t know. I haven’t opened it 
up yet and I don’t intend to.

Maxwell in their production of Model Q’s built four other 
body styles with engines of the same general specifications 
but slightly de—tuned for family transportation and comfort. 
The ‘‘Sportsman’’ engine has extremely large intake valves. 
Other model Q’s had valves all of the same size and smaller. 
The camshafts on the ‘‘Sportsman’’ have a high lift and a 
quick drop. The valves come way up out of their seats. Other 
model Q’s used a low tension Splitdorff magneto, the ‘‘Sports- 
man’’ a high tension American Bosch. 


Some other interesting observations I have made as I 
went over the car was that the rear end ratio, believe it or 
not, is 3-1. The semiirreversible steering is a turn and a 
half from lock to lock. The left side of the car sits lower than 
the right because the left spring has fewer ieaves. This 
shifts the weight to the inside of a counter—clockwise race 
circuit. Springing is very stiff which eliminates nearly all lean 
on curves (of course it doesn’t help the ride any)). 


The car also features a 2%’’ straight pipe that can be 
heard for miles. The wheels have large safety bolts between 
every other two spokes to reinforce the wooden wheels on 
hard turns. The engine has no fan or water pump. Most of the 
touring cars, roadsters, etc. came equipped with a small fan, 
The ‘‘Sportsman’’ won’t run long in heavy traffic or a parade 
without boiling. This was learned the hard way by a bad scald 
in a parade on the Texas Tour.

U.S. Congress 
Investigates 
Early Autos 


The Report of a Joint Congressional Committee 


on the horseless carriage in 1875 


“A new source of power, which burns a distillate of kerosene 
called gasoline, has been produced by a Boston engineer. Instead 
of burning the fuel under a boiler, it is exploded inside the cylinder 
of the engine. This so-called internal combustion engine may be 
used under ceriain conditions to supplement steam engines. Ex- 
periments are under way to use such an engine to propel a vehicle. 

“This discovery begins a new era in the history of civilization. 
It may some day prove to be more revolutionary in the develop- 
ment of human society than the invention of the wheel, the use of 
metals, or the steam engine. Never in history has society been con- 
fronted with a power so full of potential danger and at the same 
time so full of promise for the future of man and for the peace of 
the world. 

“he dangers are obvious. Stores of gasoline in the hands of 
the people interested primarily in profit, would constitute a fire 
and explosive hazard of the first rank. Horseless carriages pro- 
pelled by gasoline engines might attain speeds of 15 or even 20 
miles per hour. The menace to our people of vehicles of this type 
hurtling through our streets and along our roads and poisoning 
the atmosphere would call for prompt legislative action even if the 
military and economic implications were not so overwhelming. 
The Secretary of War has testified before us and has pointed out 
the destructive effects of the use of such vehicles in battle. A few of 
them, with a small cannon mounted behind a steel shield, could 
destroy infantry, break up a cavalry charge, and even seriously 
threaten field artillery by lightning-like flank attacks. Further- 
more, our supplies of petroleum, from which gasoline can be ex- 
tracted only in limited quantities, make it imperative that the de- 
fense forces should have first call on the limited supply. Further- 
more, the cost of producing it is far beyond the financial capacity 
of private industry, yet the safety of the nation demands that an 
adequate supply should be produced. In addition, the develop- 
ment of this new power may displace the use of horses, which 
would wreck cur agriculture. We therefore earnestly recommend 
that Congress set up a Horseless Carriage Commission which 
shall have complete control of all sources of gasoline and similar 
explosive elements and all activities connected with their develop- 
ment and use in the United States. 

“These measures may seem drastic and far-reaching, but the 
discovery with which we are dealing involves forces of a nature 
too dangerous to fit into any of our usual concepts.”

Trimming 
should be done with a gentle hand. An overtrimmed hat looks 
ridiculous while an undertrimmed one can be excused. DON’T 
USE NYLON NET OR TULLE, it is a dead give—away that 
you have made your hat and haven’t used much thought or 
i care, 


Always be on the lookout for flowers, jewels, buckles, 
plumes and feathers as well as fine silk net, ribbons and fur 
scraps for trimmings while you brouse in junk shops, rummage 
sales or swap meets. Keep a special box for these and you 
will always be equipped to properly trim a hat.

Covering a Wire or Buckram Frame 


The Material for the Covering should be folded before cutting 
into a wide bias strip: the width of the strip should equal, if possible, 


the length of the hat, measuring the length 
from the direct center-front on the under 
brim to the center-back of the under brim. 
On wire frames the under brim, side crown 
and crown top are covered. Buckram 
frames must have both under and upper 
sides of the brim covered, also the side 
crown and the crown top. In covering the 
under brim of a wire frame place the center- 
front point of the frame on the true bias of 
the material. Cut the material around the 
form of the frame, allowing half an inch 
for overlapping the edge-w ire. Before cut- 
ting pin the covering at intervals to the 
edge of the wire 

After the material is cut stretch it 
smooth, pin it in place and baste to the

edge-wire and head-size wire of the frame, being careful not to bend 
the frame nor to strain the material. If there is any fullness in the 
material which cannot be fitted to the frame fold it ina flat, smooth 
plait which may be held in with slip-stitches. In straighter shapes 
this may be avoided by the careful cutting of the covering to fit the 
frame accurately. The first illustration shows the covering of the 


under brim basted on one side and pinned on the other. 


The head size is cut by making a circle smaller than the head size 


toodeep. Turn the slashed edges of the material up into 
the crown and baste or lightly tack to the brace-wires. 
This is shown in the second illustration—to the right 
of the first. 


The Top of the Crown is Next Covered. Cut a 
circle of the material and fit it smoothly over the top 
crown; tack it to the brace-wires and to the outside 
crown-wire, slash the edges of the material which extend 
over the crown edge to make the covering fit without 
any fullness between the tacking stitches. The side 
crown covering, when adjusted, will hide the slashings 
and unfinished raw edge of the top crown covering. 
The third illustration shows this. 


Cover the Side Crown With a Bias Strip of the 
material the width of the height of the side crown, allow- 
ing a half-inch extra width for a quarter of an inch 
turning at the top and bottom of the strip. Baste this 
strip around the side crown, overlapping the ends half 
an inch at the side-back. The basting stitch used by 
milliners is a long, irregular stitch. To make this take 
very long running stitches on the surface, with short 
stitches between them. Again, in many instances the 
irregular, slanting basting stitch is used. This stitch is 
made by taking one long slanting stitch on the right 
side, followed by a short slanting stitch, with all the 


of the frame. The edge of the material is then slashed half an inch 

apart around the head size—the depth of each slash should not be 
Directions for making a wire framed hat can be found on 
pages 40-41 of the 1956 September—October issue of the 
Gazette. 





K Directions For Making A Silk Rose 


Materials: (for 1 rose) 1 to 14 yards of 34" satin faced ribbon 
such as florists use, or 14 to 2 yards of 14" width. Vary 
length of wider ribbon accordingly. NOTE: Ribbon need not 
be cut from bolt for each ribbon. Portion that is pulled through 
(see fig. 6) may be used for part of the next rose. For the 
leaf, shape a short piece of green ribbon (4 inch for 14" 
width) with rounded ends. Tie in center, or use commercial 


velvet leaves. Use fine wire to tie rose and in making stems. 


stitches pointing in a straight line as shown below. 


Buckram Frames are Generally Covered with smooth materials, 
such as velvet, satin or silk. An interlining or covering is necessary 


to conceal all the wires, fastenings and overlappings and 
to make a smooth surface as a foundation before placing 
the outside covering. The materials in the following list 
are suitable to use as interlining for buckram and wire 
frames: maline, chiffon, soft, thin qualities of silk and 
inexpensive grades of cotton linings, such as cheesecloth or 
batiste. The under brim is covered first, then the upper 
brim, crown top and side crown. Cover the under brim 
by cutting ,the material for the interlining in the same 
shape as the frame, pinning it with the center of the 
bias of the interlining at the exact center- 
front of the frame; then pin it carefully 
around the outside edges, stretching it 
smoothly across the whole under brim and 
head-size opening. Next trim the mate- 
rial on the edges to follow the shape of the 
outer brim of the frame. Baste the edge 
of the material to the edge of the frame. 
This is shown in the first illustration of the group of three. 
The white space is the white buckram frame, the black 
edge, the interlining cut beyond the edge of the frame. 
In this view the head size is not cut out in the interlining, 
though it is in the frame.

inches remain unfolded, 
hold crossed ends at X in 
Fig. 5 and release folded 
portion. Still holding crossed 
ends, rest folded portion on 
flat surface and start pulling 
end X slowly toward you 
(Fig. 6), telescoping folds. 
Stop pulling when top cor- 
ner of diagonal fold reaches 
center of cluster (Fig. 7) 
and tie narrow strip snugly 
around base of cluster. 

To shape Rose, hold clus- 
ter cupped in one hand with 
“‘stem’’ down between two 
fingers. Catch point of di- 


agonal fold between other 
thumb and forefinger, and 
twist to tighten center of 
cluster. (Twist in one direc- 
tion to tighten, in the other 
to loosen.) Tighten or loosen 
lower petals as needed to 
overcome square look. Rose 
will probably still be too 
high from base to tip, so pull 
again, gently, on long 
pulled-through end, making 
sure that original diagonal 
fold isn’t pulled out of sight 
(see Fig. 8). If Rose still 
seems high, cup hand over 
it and press down gently.

SEWING INSTRUCTIONS 


Baste both linen and nurses cloth 
crown pieces (A) together with right side 
of linen up. Pleat by folding solid lines 
over to broken lines as indicated by 
arrows, and pin, keeping right side of 
crown up. Baste 4 inch from edge. Place 
right sides of linen brim pieces together 
and sew with 4% inch seam, trim seam to 
4% inch and turn brim right side out and 
press. Trim buckram 4 inch on outer edge 
and whip hat wire to outer edge. Slide 
buckram inside linen brim and pin or 
baste to hold. Lay brim inside bonnet 
crown and match notches to front of 
bonnet with seam up. Lay 2 inch wide 
seam fold (D) over brim at seam line and 
baste clear around bonnet with seam up. 
Sew in place from wrong side (Lining). 
Fold seam fold under and cover raw 
seams all around bonnet. Measure elastic 
from side notches around back of head 
to fit making sure not to get it too tight. 
Fasten elastic to both ends at notches 
and fold seam cover over it and whip 
down across back. Leave front fold 
unwhipped. Pull brim down in place. Tack 
finished scarf tabs in place at side at 3 
dots, placing button at top of tab. Do 
not press pleats down on bonnet but 
leave softly pleated to give proper shape 
to bonnet. If you need a full—size copy 
of the pattern, Virginia Barnett (3845 
Brayton, Long Beach 7, Calif.) can get 
you a print for 50¢.

No. 38125, number on motor C 4 3262. It has a right hand 
drive. The body and fenders were painted blue, and the top 
half black. Can you give Duco paint numbers to duplicate these 
colors as closely as possible? With the car I received two 
brass Pierce—Arrow side lamps. Is it permissible to use these 
lamps in the restoration? If so, how high up on the front door 
posts should I mount them? Can the wooden spokes and rims 
be refinished in clear varnish, or should they be repainted 
blue to match the body as they did originally? Can you tell by 
the serial number and engine number if this car is a 1917 
model? This is not a dual valve engine, which may help a 
little. Also, note that the head lamps are not mounted in the 
fenders. Restoration is coming along nicely, but I am getting 
to the stage where I require some of the above information.

The 1917 Pierce—Arrow model C—4 according to the "Branham 
Reference Book’’, 1924 Edition, page 304, was made from 
Dec. 13, 1916 to April 24, 1918. During this period serial 
numbers ran from 37701 to 38701. Your car was 424 units into 
a total production of approximately 1000. It was probably 
built during the middle of the year 1917. Judging from the 
pictures you sent the body type was probably the French 
Brougham. As the P.A. catalog indicates that the color choice 
was optional with almost unlimited combinations from which to 
choose, I have no way of determining Duco equivalents. 
However a good paint man at a Duco agency should be able to 
mix you a blue to match the original color at a spot where it

A Hupmobile with a serial No. of 61684 is probably a 1916 
model N or NV. The serial numbers for that year ran from 
60,001 to 75,000 so that your car is probably an early 1916. | 
I have several references for the Sawyer 6 automobile but they 
all appear in a listing of cars using Mc Cord gaskets printed 
in ads during the years 1920 and 1921. I also have a Sawyer 
Massey tractor (Built in Canada) listing for June, 1920, in an 
A C Spark Plug ad. Whether or not there is any connection 
between the two names I do not know. In any event, I have 
been able to discover no ads, pictures or technical articles 
for the Sawyer 6 in the automotive literature of the period 
There may have been such a car produced, say in Canada, but 
do not know of any in existence. I am sorry not to be able to 
give you more specific information on the Sawyer 


Sir: Can you furnish general data on striping for the first 
Model T touring cars? For our cars in particular, can you tell 
us what colors were used to stripe an all black car? Also, one 
that has a green body with all black chassis. We believe some 
had the rattan area and beads of fenders painted in. This 
accompanied some pin stripes on the hood and wheels. The 
wheels appear to be two—toned with use of the same striping 
color. Please furnish the striping colors for the cars and the 
authentic appearance and use. Would you place an exact date 
of manufacture for Model T No. 451. Some say about January 
10th, 1909. Others would place manufacture in 1908.

According to the ‘‘Ford Owner and Dealer’’ for June, 1921, 
P. 47, Ford built 335 cars in January, 1909. The serial number 
range was 307-646. Your car with a serial number of 451 was 
built 142/335 into the month or roughly about January 12 so 
that your January 10 estimate probably is not far off. With 
regard to color, the problem is much more hazy. Though black 
may have been an optional color for the early 1909 models 
bright red seems to have been the standard color for the tour 
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ing car on the basis of a notice in the ‘‘Ford Times’’ for June 
1, 1909. Fenders and dust apron probably were black. I have 
no clear picture of an early 1909 Ford T sharp enough to 
reveal the striping. However, on page 105 of Clymer’s ‘‘Henry’s 
Wonderful Model T’’ there is a picture of a supposedly correct 
restoration of a 1909 model in which striping details can be 
seen. 


Sir: I’m in trouble, maybe you can help me out. Problem: How 
to bend 1/4’’ plywood (if this is the right material to use) 
to make wood fenders for my 1906 Reo? Having done mostly 
all of the restoration so far,I surely hate to admit I can’t make 
the fenders myself. Any information you can advance will be 
sincerely appreciated.

There are several ways by which you can make wooden 
fenders. In the case of one 1906 Reo where the original 
fenders were available, jigs were made to give the proper 
curve. The jigs can be made of wood or scrap metal welded 
together. Two pieces of 1/8’’ marine plywood are used for 
each fender cut approximately to correct size. With one piece 
on the jig the other should be clamped on top using some good 
weather—proof glue. When dry if the curve is not exactly as if 
should be a piece of curved scrap iron can be used on the 
under side to hold the shape. After removal from the jig or 


_form, the fender can be trimmed to shape on a band saw. Be 


sure to use marine plywood as the normal type used in houses 
won't stand being wet. Steaming or wetting the plywood prior 
to clamping in the jig often will help secure the curve 
desired.

Serial numbers for this model ran from one to 45,005. The car 
was painted a dark Brewster green with lighter green striping 
and trimmed in heavy polished nickel (not chrome) and alum- 
inum. Yes, the car originally had electric head lights and the 
engine was rated at 35 H.P. 


Sir: Am about ready to paint 1918 model 57 Cadillac touring. 
Mr. Clymer’s ‘‘Catalogue of 1918 Cars’’ states the color was 
“Cadillac Blue with black trimmings.’’ Residue of old paint, 
rubbed down and polished, compares to 53 Studebaker truck 
“‘midnight blue’’ and is a very dark blue. We feel this is a 
rather uninteresting color for a car that was so advanced for 
its time, engineering wise. Would it be poor taste to use a 
livelier color such as an olive green or medium blue with 
black trimmings? Scraping the wheels reveals some beautiful 
wood and it seems a shame to cover this wood with paint. 
How do you feel about a natural finish on a car this old? As 
far as we can tell ‘‘trimmings’’ consisted of the fenders, 
radiator shelf and front splashguard. Is this correct? How 
about headlights and cowl lights? Was this car striped? We 
are inclined to stripe it.

I have checked my 1918 model 57 Cadillac catalogs and find 
that for the open models the correct colors as you stated were 
Cadillac Blue, Black Trimmings. Metal trim was finished in 
nickel, not chrome. Reference to pictures indicates that the 
body, hood, radiator shell, lamps and probably wheels were 
painted blue. Mud guards, dust panels above running boards 
and horn were pianted black. Apparently no striping was used. 
I know the strong temptation there is when making a restor- 
ation to liven up a car as was done in the case of later models. 
However, Cadillac in 1918 was noted for its dignity and quiet 
grace. It had an air of sumptuous elegance. I| believe that you 
would later regret any marked departure from authenticity.

THE INSOLENT CHARIOTS, by John Keats, J. B. Lippincott 
Co. $3.95. Don’t be surprised if you hear rumors that Detroit 
is instigating public book burnings of this rapier—like thrust 
at the falacies of American motor car design. For 234 pages, 
author Keats, with awesome insight and stabbing wit, de— 
chromes, de—bunks and deflates the gas—gorging monster we 
call the modern automobile. The antique car collector will no 
doubt smile at the frequent references to the good old Model 
T as perhaps the last practical automobile. Why does the 
present day Detroit dreamboat look like an over—decorated 
wedding cake? Why is it so wide? Why is it so long? Why is 
it so expensive? These questions come home to roost right in 
the car buying public’s lap when we come to realize that 
Detroit is not all to blame. Much of the vulgar taste in present 
car design is dictated by the old urge of not only keeping up 
with, but passing the Joneses. One of the most frightening 
aspects of Keats’ essay is the revelation that our whole U.S. 
economy is not necessarily geared to aircraft manufacture or 
to the cold war, but is wholly dependent on the output and 
purchasing of the new Detroit creations! It is pointed out, 
-however, that an ever-increasing army of nonconformists are 
turning deaf ears to the Auto hucksters and are almost de- 
fiantly purchasing the small economical European beetles. If 
you are a car driver (and who isn’t) this missile of the mon- 
sters should be required reading. The humorous illustrations 
by Robert Osborn are as many laughs as the text.
